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FLASHBACK has previously published the marriages recorded in Marri- 
age Record Books "A" and "B" of Washington County, The last marriage 
before the war was recorded in September 1861. Record Book "C" begins 
in March 1864, when George W. M, Reed, ex-soldier, took over as County 
Clerk and Recorder, 


As is known, the ante-bellum records of Washington County are in ex= 
istence today because interested citizens hid the books in a cave near 
fayetteville, thus saving them from possible destruction, 


Since no county records were kept during 1862 and 1863, no camplete 
list of marriages is possible, There is no doubt that many marriages 
took place in our county during the war years. The records show 162 
marriages in 1860 and 92 marriages during the first nine months of 
1861. Obviously, the young people wouldn't let a war interfere with 
love and marriage. 


But the only way to ascertain the war-time marriages is from family 
Bibles and other family records. And from the recording of earlier 
marriages made after county government resumed its functions in 1864. 
Typical is the marriage of William S. Hixon and Mary Harrict Mayfield 
on Jan, 14, 1862, by the Rev, Andrew J. Vaughan. Three years later, on 
Feb, 25, 1865, the Rev. Vaughan "made oath" and the marriage was re- 
corded as follows: , 

"Jan, 14, 1862 — Wm,S.Hixon and Mary Harriet Mayfield, by Rev,.Andrew 
J. Vaughan, Sworn to and subscribed before me,,and I certify that no 
record of marriages that occurred in Washington County, Arkansas, in 
the year 1862 can be found and that consequently no record of the 
marriage of the aforesaid parties can be found in my officc, I further 
certify that A.J.Vaughan aforesaid is and has been for years a respec 
table minister of the Baptist Church and further that I have no inter- 
est in this clain, G.W.M.Reed, Clerk, Circuit Court" 


An ante-bellum marriage that was four years late in getting into the 
Record Book was that of Orin Austin Phillips and Phebe Miller, both of 
Washington County. The Rev.A.B.Murphy married this couple on Feb, 10, 
1861, but the marriage was not recorded until July 13, 1865. 


The Rev.A.B.Muprhy was Washington County's "marrying parson" during 
the war years. The record shows that he married 41 couples between 
1861 and 1865. He was a minister of the CHKristian Church. The Rev. 
John Mayes (Baptist) had no marriages during the early years of the 
war but recorded 10 in 1864 and 14 in 1865, a total of 24, Third in 
war-time marriages was the Rev, Riley Jones (iiissionary Bani weR } > AS 
recorded 2 marriages in 1863, 7 in 1864 and 6 in 1865, a tot¢ any ees 


Not much is known about the Rev.A.B.Murphy. He came to Fayetteville 
from Illinois and performed his first marriage ceremony on Feb, 8, 
1861, His credentials, as recorded in Marriage Record Book "C", read 
as follows: 

"Warren County, Ills., Aug. 1, 1853. We the Elders of a regu larly 
organized Christian Church, meeting on Talbott's Creek in said county 
and state, do hereby certify that A.B.Murphy was duly authorized to 
solemnize the marriage rite and to administer the ordinances of the 
Church. -~- L.S,Wallace, Joseph Murphy." 


County Clerk Reed in 1865 recorded 15 marriages that took place in 
1862 and 14 that were solemnized in 1863. It is probable that many of 
the Washington County men who got married in those years were soldicrs, 
although in only 8 cases is this definitely shown in the record, The 
age of the bridegrooms -- mostly in the early 20!s -- would seem to 
indicate that they were in military service. 


Reuben North, Chaplain’ of the lst Arkansas Cavalry Volunteers USA, 
was stationed in Fayetteville during the Federal occupation, He was a 
minister of the Primitive Methodist Church and read the marriage vows 
for six couples and had these marriages recorded as follows: 


Mar. 29, 1862 -- Francis M. Temple (35), son of Roderick and Mary 
Temple of Washington County, and Manervy Lewis (24), daughter of Henry 
and Jane Ann Lewis of Crawford County, Ark, Witness: Fidelo P. Lane. 


Mar. 3, 1863 — William Meiers, son of Gabriel and Sarah Meicrs of 
Carroll County, Ark,, to Elizabeth Winkels, daughter of John and Mary 
Winkels. Witnesses: Capt. Albert Pearson and Capt. Frank Strong, lst 
Arkansas Cavalry Volunteers. 


Oct. 8, 1863 -—-. Francis M. Mannon (28), son of Moses and Mary Mannon 
of Washington County and Margaret L. Taylor (20), daughter of Hiram 
and Margaret Taylor of Washington County, Ark. 


Jan. 17, 1864 -- Henry Mason (23), son of Winson and Abby Mason of 
Marshfield, Mo., and Louisa Winkels (18), daughter of John and Mary 
Winkels of Johnson County, Ky, 


May 10, 1864 -—- Walker W. Brashears (26), son of M. M. and Sara 
Brashears of Pope County, Ark., and Nancy Brewer (17), daughtor of 
Howell and Mary Brewer of Washington County. Witness: H.F.Wade. This 
marriage was recorded in Record Book "C" on Aug. 10, 1865. . Thirty 
years later (Nov. 8, 1895) the marriage was again recorded, for the 
sole purpose of correcting the bridegroom's name from Walker to Walter 
Brashears, | 


Feb. 19, 1865 -- J. B. Stark (22), son of George W. and Parthena E, 
Stark of Washington County and Mary E. Culbertson (18), daughter of 
Delila Culbertson of Washington County. 


There are only two marriages recorded in Washington County Record 
Book "C" that name the military unit to which the bridegroom belonged, 
They are: 


Nov. 19, 1863 -- Elias Branick (21), Sergeant in Co.A, lst Arkansas 
Cavalry Volunteers, USA, and America Adeline Elizabeth Smith (18) of 
Fayetteville. The officiating minister was the Rev, Young D,. Weddle of 
the Methodist Protestant Church who had been preaching in Fayetteville 
before the war. 


Feb. 16, 1862 -—- Thomas Marrs of the 3rd Louisiana Regiment CSA and 
Mrs. Levine E. Smith of Benton County, Ark. This marriage of a Confed- 
erate soldier of the 3rd Louisiana, which fought at Pea Ridge in March 
1862, was solemnized by the Rev, M.D.Steele. 


The Rev.M.D.Steele was a well-known Methodist minister of HElmSprings 
and a staunch Confederate sympathizer. He was the officiating minister 
at five war-time marriages. Besides the Marrs-Gnith wedding, he read 
the vows to the following: 7 


May 1, 1862 - John Harp end Mary E. Finley 

Aug. 25, 1863 - Lewis Reed and Mrs. Sarah Akin 

Nov. 24 — 1863 - William Riley Ritter and Malinde Butler 
Mar. 26, 1865 — James Ritter and Mrs. Sarah Reed 


The Rev. Steele kept a record of the marriages he performed, and 
after the war ended, he went to the courthouse in Fayetteville and 
recorded all five marriages — on Aug. 2, 1865. 


Another well-known Washington County -Methodist minister, the Rev, 
Jordan Banks, is believed to have served with an independent Confeder- 
ate cavalry outfit, yet found opportunity to officiate at seven war- 
time marriages, all of which he duly recorded at the courthouse after 
hostilities had ceased -- on Nov. 24, 1865. These are the war-time 
marriages at which the Rev. Jordan Banks officiated: :

Another minister who evidently remained in Washington County -during 
the war, but about whom little is known, was the Rev, W. A. Langston 
of the Cumberland Presbyterian Church. After the war he reported the 
following war-time marriages to the County Clerk:

June 21,1862 - John C. Ish (21) of Holt Co., Mo., end Martha J. Phil- 
lips (20) of Washington Co., Ark.

The Cumberland Presbyterian pastors,nearly all of whom were Southern 
in sympathy, suffered most from the decline in the number of marriages 
during the war. But when conditions in northwest Arkensas were return- 
ing to normal, early in 1865, they again took over a lerge share of 
the marrying in Washington County. The Rev. John Buchanan, one of the 
more popular of the Cumberland Presbyterian preachers, had no. call for 


his marriage services during the war, but officiated at eight weddings 
in 1865 beginning with the Dearing-Sawyers marriage on Feb. 12, An- 
other CP minister, the Rev.Luther M. Bell, officiated at six marriages 
in 1865, beginning with the Fincher-Colclasure wedding on Jan. 12, 


The Rev. F,.R.Earle, Cumberland Presbyterian minister and president of 
Cane Hill College, was a Major in the Confederate army, He returned to 
Cane Hill shortly after ‘the surrender, and on June 13, 1865, was mar- 
ried to Amanda Buchanan, ‘the marriage ceremony being read by the Rev. 
_ John Buchanan, . Less than a week ‘after his own marriage, the. Rev, Earle 
officiated at the Pyéatte-Yates. wedding June 16: and} the Crawford- 
Yeager wedding on June 22, 1865. 


The pusiiees ‘of the Peace, who performed many Waainetoe County mar~ 


‘i> plages before the war, .had very little business after hostilities 


began. There were only four JP marriages in 1862, none recorded for 
1863, three in 1864, and twenty in 1865. The only-JP!'s who recorded 


-\ marriages, for 1862 were C.G.Gilbreath, J.B.Rainwater and Pinckney Can- 


trell, JPs Samuel Mayes and Abram C. Males got in the marriage busi- 
ness in 1864, Other JPs began marrying folks early in 1865, among then 
James L, Carlile (8 marriages), John R. Reed ‘and E.Si: Cox (3 marriages 
each in 1865), Owen Ramey and W.C.Graham, The total:number of war-time 
marriages by Justices of the Peace from 1862 to 1865 was 27. 


The complete list of marriages recorded .in Washington County Record 
Book "C" up to 1866 is given below. It should be remembered that other 
war-time marriages ‘may have been recorded by the officiating minister 
in’ later years. We do not have the facilities. to make a complete 
search, We take pride, however, in presenting the following list — the 
first publication of war-time marriages in Washington County:

An interesting historical curiosity in the County Clerk's vault in 
the courthouse is a "Marriage Record Book for Colored Persons." The 
colored marriages were recorded in this book from 1868 to 1876. The 
first Negro marriage recorded in Washington County was that of Willian 
Kelly (41) end Cintha A, Kelly (21) on Jan. 2, 1868. On Jan, 9, 1668, 
Mark M. Crawford (23) married Lotty George (16). On Feb. 6, 1868, W.H.. 
Crawford (33) married Nancy E. North (21). All three of these colored 
marrisges were verformed by Rev. W. L. Molloy, Presbyterian minister, 
The Crewford names would indicate that Mark M. Crawford and W.H.Crew 
ford had heen slaves of the Crawford family. The last entry in the 
colored marriege record book is dated Jan. 28, 1876. 3

Archibald McCoy 
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A Recorded Deed of Old Lovely County 


(Editor's note: As most of our readers know, our county was origin- 
ally a part of Lovely County, created by the Arkansas legisleture in 
October 1827. Lovely County included the greater pert of the Cherokee 
Nation, into which white settlers were flocking by the hundreds. The 
county seat wes Nicksville; near present-day Tahlequeh. in may 1828 
all white settlers were ordered to move east of what is now the Arkan- 
sas-—Oklahoma line, All settlers who had made an improvement on their 
lends in the Cherokee pert of Lovely County were entitled to 320 acres 
of land east of the Hine, to compensate them for their losses, Sheriff 
Thomas Moore of Lovely County wrote: "A rush was mede by Uae eae 
and others to Lovely County to buy all the claims thet they could. 

The deed reproduced below is one such transaction, Joseph lays was a 
settler on Indian lands and as such was entitled to 320 ecres afterthe 
Cherokee treaty of 1828, Johnathan Clark, evidently < lend speculator, 
bought Mays! claim and had the dded Peconded by the clerk of Lovely 
County (John Dillard). Shortly afterwards Clark sold the claim to one 
Jecob Smyres of Crawford County. 

lihen Washington County was formed in October 1828, the legislative 
ect provided that the "clerk of the circuit pour of Lovely County 
shall transmit to the clerk of the circuit court of Washington County 
all records, dockets, vouchers and other papers remaining in his 
office." These papers evidently never reached Washington County. There 
are no Lovely County records in the courthouse in Feyetteville. 

The Lovely County deed that follows was recorded in Poppe County.

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The Grandview Methodist Church 
by Thomas Rothrock 

The Grandview Methodist Church South was built in the late 1870! s by 
The Greathouse family and their neighbors and. .was located on the 
heights above Clear Creek Valley a’short distance northwest of Great- 
house-Springs. The site where it "stood is now oceupied by an attract- 
ive modern home, 

Dora Greathouse Reed and Bettie Woodruff ereetnones are the only 
earlier members of Grandview church left in northwest Arkansas. The 
former is.97 and the latter 88. Both coca husbands were prominent in 
the church, 

"Aunt Bettie" ( Mrs, Alex Greathouse ) hae faithfully preserved the 
Grandview Church record book through the now half a century since the 
church disbanded and from it has been taken a list of pastors and of 
members, Seemingly no minutes of meetings were kept. As the Grandview 
Churchwas not built until some years after the Civil War, the recep- 
tion date given for the earliest members evidently indicates when they 
were received into some other Methodist church, 

From 1912 to 1918 a Union Sunday School was held in the old Grand- 
_ view Church building which the compiler of this article attended as a 
boy. ~In the list of members of the old church he has recognized many 
families with whom he mingled in union services.

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Washington County Soldiers Witness Mexican War Duel 


(Editor's note: This dramatic account of a duel between two officers 
of the U.S. Army in Mexico in 1848 is of particular interest to Wash- 
ington County because the duel was witnessed and refereed by three 
Washington County men -—- J. P. Neal, who was later to lay out the town 
_ Of Prairie Grove; J. O'Bryan, Washington County sheriff in the early 
Gays; and J.F.Rieff, member of the pioneer family that gave its name

It was in the spring of 1848 -- we were camped on the west bank of 
the Rio Grande two miles east of Mier, Mexico, Lieutenants J.P.Neal, 
.O'Bryan, Rieff and several of our company were on their way into Mier 
to take dinner at the American Hotel -—— kept by an American lady. Our 
boys frequently took dinner at this house because they se corn bread 
arid roast. beef like they got at home. ti 
Soon after we had cleared the outskirts of the Se we heard 
the report of two pistols, which were fired in quick succession not 
far from the road, and looking in that direction we saw a group of men 
— two with pistols in hand. . A duel was in progress. ie rode out to 
them, Lieutenants Maddock and McPherson were the combatants. Lieuten-— 
ant Neal asked if we were intruding. The response was: "Like gentle— 
men, hitch your horses and rane apart," 


Very soon another round. was fired, Maddock!s pistol ball passing 
through McPherson!s sash, McPherson became very much alarmed while 
Maddock increased in coolness and confidence, After much delay they 
took their proper places and fired their third round. Maccock's ball 
passed through McPherson!s clothing. Maddock again untouched, Mack was 
very much alarmed and was pale and nervous ,Maddock mare cool and calm, 
After several minutes consultation, Mackt 5 second announced that his 
principal was satisfied and desired the fight to close, Maddock object— 
ed and declared that he came there for blood and would have it before 
he left. After much wrangling, they agreed to leave this question to 


_,., the Arkansas. Company. 


After much deliberation these officers decided a duel should close 
any time after the first fire, the challenger expressing himself sat— 
isfied. Maddock and his friends would not hear to this, but,placing 
himself in position, he dared Mack to take his place, After much hesi- 
tation Mack took his place and the fourth round was fired, (The pis- 
tols of that day and time were one-shooters.) Mack's clothing was 
again punctured, Maddock's untouched. At the proper time Maddock again 
took his place, Mack's friends were preparing him for another round 
also, when Lt. Neal, telling the boys to stand by him, that he would 
put an end to the duel, and at the same time stepping forward with 
pistol in hand, and announced that the decision given by their company 
_-.. Was in accordance with the code of dueling prepared by Fent Noland, 
_.. the celebrated duelist of Arkansas, and if any man said it was not the

correct rule, he would challenge and fight him in ten minutes, This 
came like a clap of thunder on a clear day, Lieutenants O'B ryan and 
Rieff and several of the boys took their stand by his side with pis- 
tols in hand, Maddock and his friends calmly viewed the situation, 
then in a sulky manner packed their tri¢ks and left the field, Cane 
ended a duel long to be remembered by those who: witnessed it. 


Our crowd ‘proceeded to Mier considerably elated over the outcome, At 
dinner Capt. Belger from Camps told Lt. Neal that Lt. Maddocks.. was 
threatening to challenge him to a duel and would do-it if he was not 
afraid, Lt, Neal requested him to assure It. Maddocks that he need 
not be the least nervous about it, that he never fought a duel in his 
life and would be awkward as a baby. 


Next morning about sunrise pistol shots were heard just below our 
camp. Another duel! another duel! was on every tongue, Many of the 
cémpany ran down to the place to find the same party again engaged. 
This time-in mortal combat. At the third fire Lt, McPherson, . pierced 
by a ball, fell, An ambulance was secured and he was conveyed to his 
Markee where he died that evening much regretted by the army. . 


One of my comrades last Lt, Maddocks at Alexandria, Louisiana, dur— . 
ing the late war and talked the whole matter over with him, Maddocks 
said he could not live safely or contentedly at his old home, that he 
could not bear to see Mack's widowed mother or any of his sisters who 
adored.him, were always depending upon him for protection and support, 
and that he had wished a thousand times that that young Arkansas lieu 
tenant had been there and played Fent Noland as he°did the:morning .be- 
fore and put 2 end to the fight before the shedding of blood; that 
McPherson was.a noble fellow but his notions of chivalry were alto- 
gether. too elevated,

On a mountain top 2 miles. south of Harris, on the Stout farm, is a 
small burying ground that contains such pioneer names as McGarrah, 
Moore and Reed, The cemetery is difficult of access but is still being 
used, Its distinguishing feature is a huge oak tree, over 60 feet high 
and with a trunk 9 feet in circumference, The perfect spread of its 
petealelehal: shades some 25 or 30 graves, among them the following:

R.R.Logan, WCHS president, recently visited Dr. J.A.Morrow in Salli- 
saw, Okla., and obtained the following information about Dr, Morrow's 
grandfather -— John Morrow of Cove Creek, As our readers know, the 
Morrow home is being moved from Cove Creek to Battlfield Park at 
Prairie Grove where it will be converted into a Battle Museum. The 
importance of the Morrow house as history lies in the fact that it was 
Gen, Sterling Price's headquarters enroute to Pea Ridge and Gen.Thomas 
Hindman's headquarters on the eve of the battle of Prairie Grove. 

Dr.J.A.Morrow of Sallisaw has a letter written by John Coleman Morrow, 
Confederate soldier and the latter's parole after Vicksburg. The

Professor Logan | supplies the following information about John C, 
Morrow: 
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John Coleman Morrow was born December 12, 1842, He was captured at 
Vicksburg, paroled and exchanged, and later came home to Washington 
County on furlough, In the neighborhood of West Fork, he and two other 
men, Wright and Crozier of Cane Hill, encountered bushwhackers,. In the 
ensuing fight, on February 16, 1865, Morrow was killed; the other two 
escaped to reach home, Mariah Morrow with two daughters took the re- 
Maining stock, a ox team, and made a two-day journey to bring the 
-body home for burial in the Cove Creek cemetery of the Morrow fanily, 


Dr. J. A. Morrow of Sallisaw also has the original US Land Office re- 
-ceipt for. 40 acres of iand purchased by his grandfather in 1837. The 
document reads as follows: — |

‘Dr, Ho M. Welch 


On August 9, 1902 Harrison N. Welch departed this life at Cane Hill, 
Ark,, and his spirit passed over the river into eternal rest, During 
the Confederate war he was surgeon of the Fifth Alabama Cavalry, com 
manded by Col, Josiah Patterson, He was an ordained minister in the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and after the war he abandoned his 
practice of medicine and devoted the remainder of his life to preath- 
ing and teaching, and under the presidency of Gen. D.H.Hill was for a 
time a member of the faculty of the Arkansas state university; He was 
a member of Prairie Grove Camp, No. 384, U.C.V., and was always deeply 
interested in the work of the organization and in everything that 
affected the welfare of the old Confederate soldiers, He was also a 
member of Cane Hill Lodge No.57, F&AM, and his burial service was con- 
ducted by the two fraternities. At a regular meeting of the Camp a re-— 
solution was adopted requesting the CONFEDERATE VETERAN to publish the 
Sephora 3 notice in memory of Comrade Welch.

Church Records of Old Cane Hill 


The first Session Minutes (1828-1844) of the Cane Hill congregation 
of the Cumberland Presbyterian Church were published in our Bulletin 
Series in 1953. . We have now secured the loan of Volume 2 (1845-1860) 
and Volume 3 (1866-1922) of the original Session Minutes of this his- 
toric church. We are abstracting information from these valuable old 
records and plan to publish a series of articles in FLASHBACK based on 
this material. 


Our Society has also aé@quired the Session Minutes of Salem congrega-— 
tion of the C.P.Church for 1865~1905. Earlier records of Salem congre— 
gation were destroyed during the war. This congregation held its ser- 
vices in the "Chapel Hall" of Cane Hill College at Boonsboro, while 
the Cane Hill congregation met in its "church house" at the upper end 
of the Hill. -The Session of Salem congregation at one time discussed 
the advisability of changing its name to "Cane Hill Second Church," 


Both congregations had the names of many pioneer families on their 
membership rolls. The Salem congregation, which was presided over for 
more than 30 years by the Rev.F.R-Earle, had such names on its roll as 
Yates, Russell, Hagood, Mitchell, Bates, Apencer, Edmiston, Pyeatt, 
Braly, McColloch, oe ae Morrow and others, 


The Cane Hill eoneneeatian was presided over before the war oy such 
well-known Cumberland preachers as John Buchanan, J.M.Blair and B.H. 
Pierson. It carried on its membership roll such illustrious pioneer 
names as Carnahan, Bean, Buchanan, Crawford, Parks,Hanks, Ish, peck bak 

Pittman, Tilley, Lichlyter and others, 


Just to whet the appetite of ovr readers for future ineegiinertn: 
here are some items from these fine old records: 


Cane Hill Congregation 7 _ 


‘On Feb, 20, 1848 Wm, Quesenbury joined the Cane Hiil Church and a 
month later he was elected Clerk of the Session. This, of course,-was 
the famous "Bill Cush", artist, soldier and Fayetteville newspaper 
editor. He was also, for a short time, teacher of art in Cane Hill 
College, . 

On Sept. 12, 1847 six colored persons were "received into the com— 
munion of the church". They were. Elize. servant of Mrs, McClellan; 
Mariah, servant of John Latta; Henry, servant of Mr,l/ilson; Harriet, 
servant of Mr.Samuels; Leander, servant of Jas.B, Russell; _and. Joan,

In July 1866 the Clerk inserted this entry in the Record Book:"'There 
being no record of the church kept for the years 1861 to’1865, the 
following is a list of names of those who died during that period:

An astonishing thing about the Cane Hill congregation of the Cumber- 
land Presbyterian Church is the length of service of the men who 
served as Elders, The Elders composed the Session, with the Minister 
acting as Moderator. Longest term of service was that. of N.D.Hanks, 
who was a member of the Session for 35 years and. who was;succeeded by 
his son, N. D. Hanks Jr. who served 9 years. R.D.Parks-was an Elder 
34°years; Finis E. Crawford 30 years; W. P. Crawford 24:years; S.N,. 
Cafhahan 23 years; Al Hosman 19 years; J. H. Marlar and Robert Patter-— 
son 18 years each, 


Salem Congregation, Boonsboro 


The records of Salem congregation were destroyed "by the ravages of 
the late war", so in September 1868 a new constitution was drawn up 
and signed by 43 members, The first post-war church service was on 
Sept. 3, 1865, when the Rev. B. H. Pierson took in two new members and 
baptized five infants — all boys.

James B, Russell, early patron of education, served as Elder of the 
Session of Salem congregation for 42 years, from 1834 to 1876, John 
Spencer served as Elder for 36 years and John R. Pyeatt for 32 years.

The annual financial report of Salem congregation for 1898 shows a 
total of $237 contributed by the members that year. Of this amount, 
the Pastor received $90. $55 was "for aid to the College", and $21.80

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I REMEMBER 


by Dr. Edward Forrest Ellis 


(Editor's note: It is with considerable pride that we present these 
personal reminiscences of our county's oldest doctor. Ever since our 
Society honored Dr.Ellis on his 90th birthday, in 1953, with the cita- 
tion of "Distinguished Citizen", we have been trying to induce him to 
write down his recollections of interesting and important places, 
people and events of the early days. The difficulty is that the good 
Doctor doesn't live in the past. He is an avid reader of current. peri- 
odicals, and if left to his own choice, would probably prefer to dis- 
cuss current events. | 

However, he has in his retentive memory a valuable store of know- 
ledge of the old days. For example, he is the only survivor of the 
pupils who attended Clear Creek Academy in our county. He remembers 
the building of the VanWinkle Hotel and the McIlroy Bank, And the Fay- 
etteville tornado of 1881. He rode the first railroad train into Fay- 
etteville, 76 years ago, 

So he has the responsibility of passing his knowledge on to us and 
coming generations. Which he does in this article -— and others that 
we hope will follow. He writes in a conversational style — just as if 
he were telling it to avisitor in the pleasant Ellis living room on 
College Avenue in Fayetteville. 

If vital statistics are required, here they are: Dr.Ellis will be 94 
years old on next Aug. 19. He has been actively engaged in the prac- 
tice of medicine for 73 years. His professional and civic services are. 
too numerous to list here, but they have been recognized by the county 
and state medical societies, both of which he served as president; by 
the University of Arkansas, which conferred on him the LL.D. degree; 
and by other groups, including the Washington County Historical Soci- 
ety, of which he has been a member and an énthusiastic supporter ever 
since its organization, -— WJL)

In April, 1866, we landed in Arkansas at the Vernon spring, just 
north of Johnson, having come from Randolph County,imissouri. My father 
and grandfather were much pleased with this part of the country and 
began to look for a farm, My grandfather found a farm that belonged to 
a Mr, Sublett, just south of Mud Creek, Highway 71 north, My. father 
bought a farm of 120 acres a quarter of a mile east of my grand- 
father's farm, | 


At that time there were only three houses between my grandfather's 
place and Fayetteville. The first was the John T. Appleby place, where 
there was a substantial hewed-log house. The next was the Robert. And- 
erson place, where Mrs, Ollie Stearns Clark now lives, Mr, Bob Ander- 
son's son, Felix, told me that his father made practically all the 
coffins of the deceased of this community without charge to any of the 
people, 


The next place was the John Skelton farm. About one hundred yards 
north of the Skelton home there was a large elm tree, A fence-rail was 
put in the forks, and it was reported that a Federal soldier had been 
hanged there. I was under that impression until some of the Skelton 
family told me after my moving to Fayetteville that it was not true. 
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“The next. Bihibe was. the Babb place, which was near the east gate en- 
| “tance of the erent Veterans Hospital. 
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"There were a few scattered cabins for colored people on Red Hill, 
From the Red Hill district there was no house until the Botefuhr place 
“at the corner of College avenue and Lafayette street where the I.G,A, 

Store is now located. Across College avenue from the Botefuhr home was 
the Mayes: home. The next place was the old Ben Stone home. Then there 
_was a house ‘on the site of the present Lawson home. I cannot remember 
‘any other house until we come to the site of my present home at 104 N. 

_ College avenue. The Doctor Dean place was across the street, where the 


, Firestone Store is now located. The Dean house was moved off during 
* World War I, The National Guard Company B gathered there, and the 
flarewell address was delivered to them by Doctor Brough.. I saw them 


“march away and I felt sad, as I felt sure in my own mind they would 
not all return. 


' During the Civil War a peculiar thing happened to Miss eatue vestacs 

later Mrs.E.B.Harrison, At the time of the battle of Fayetteville, she 
“was in the basement of the house which was located on the site of the 
“present Lawson home, corner of College and & %.Dickson. She had a kettle 
_of boiling water in the corner of the basement. A cannon ball came 
through the window, rebounded against the wall, and finally fell into 
‘the kettle of water, this preventing an explosion, 


In this battle Alex Hewett was severely wounced, near the place 
_where the First Baptist Church is located. Miss Yeater, later the wife 
_.of Captain Harrison, went out and got him into the basement, She 
~_ stopped the bleeding and dressed his wounds and saved his life, At 
that time there was an embankment on College avenue, extending from 
the present Lawson home to where the Court House now stands. This em 
_ bankment was eight or ten feet at the base and three feet high and in- 
“tended for protection of the soldiers in the Battle of Fayetteville. 


...Miss Yeater and my mother were school girls together at SweetSprings 
_College, in Missouri. Also school mates with them were Cole and Frank 
Younger. In the same school at the seme time was a Miss Jennie Beal, 

who later married a Mr, Tracy who was then living in Si. Clair County, 
Missouri. After I moved to Fayetteville, Mr. and Mrs. Tracy visited my 
- family and the Captain Harrison family, He informed me that he was the 
first telegraph operator in pevcuneyeds e. He was stationed here during 
the Civil War, I can well remember seeing the telegraph poles along 
the Johnson road, The Frisco pe skilsaee Company has a station in St, 
, Clair County, Missouri, that was named for this Mr. Tracy, who was 
_.Later operator for the railroad company. ae 


- Relative to the war: . one of the most gruesome. shings happened to 
’ Jesse Freeman, who was later a close reighbor of my grandfather. He 
was an old bachelor and was supposed to have money, The bushwhackers 
came one night. One of them was a near neighbor. They demanded his 
money. He refused them, and they heated a chovel over the coals to a 
red heat, then tied his legs together and vlaced his feet on the red 
hot shovel. I remember seeing him often as a boy, He always had his 
feet tied in old rags, and was never able to wear shoes again, Another 
outstanding figure in my observation as a chiid was Uncle Will Vernon, 
He was possessed of a large amount of money and would come into town 
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on amule. In the winter time he wore a grey wool shawl around his 
shoulders pinned with a large wire safety pin. He always made his 
loans safe and was never charged with usury. 


When .I was a small boy, about ten years of age, my father sent me 
with a message to my uncle Jack Wassum, who lived near Rhea's Mill, At 
that:time . there were two still houses on the route, One made peach 
brandy» at the present Lewis place north of Farmington, and another 
made whiskey and was located at Farmington. I was riding out past 
Farmington, and two drunken Indians with a gallon jug of whiskey tied 
on each side of the saddle passed me, making fiendish yells. I was so 
scared I hardly kRew when I got to my uncle's home, 7 


When I was a small boy I rarely missed coming to the Confederate 
Cemetery for Decoration. The procession would form where the Court 
House now stands. The Confederate soldiers, led by a brass band anda 
mounted Confederate officer, led the way.to the Confederate Cemetery. ° 
The line of march, including soldiers and visitors, would reach from 
the Cemetery to the location of the present Court House, At the Ceme- 
tery some distinguished speaker was always selected to make the memor- 
ial address, after which all the graves were decorated, My father 
being one of the Confederate soldiers, rarely missed being in the line 
of march, They had stands in which they would sell different articles, 
and there were tubs of red lemonade, which was drunic with avidity by 
young and old, especially if the day was a hot one, 


I can recall seeing the construction of the Henderson School, now 
the Jack Reed home; the Colonel Stirman place, now iirs.d.C. Futrall's 
home; and the McIlroy Bank, now the oldest bank in Arkansas. 


I also remember seeing the encampment of Federal soldiers, They had 
a number of tents pitched in the vicinity of the futu re location of 
the old South School, I remember, too, visiting Fayetteville a few 
days after the disastrous wind storm in which the Glass Hotel was 
blown down and Mrs.Glass was killed. This occupied the space where the 
Washington Hotel is now located. The south side of the Square was most- 
ly demolished, The building where the Mountain Inn now stands was dam- 
aged, The south side of the building was blown away. The south side of 
Center street, from the Mountain Inn to the Stone building, was mostly 
wooden buildings, some used for saloons and gambling houses, I can 
recall more than one individual's being injured during gambling fights. 


Center street was a long miry muddy street. Doctor Shibley, the man 
responsible for the building of the State Tuberculosis Sanatorium, and 
the first Superintendent, was a visitor at a Council or District Medi- 
cal Society meeting, which was held in Fayetteville a number of, years 
ago, He told me that he helped to bear rock from the Court House to 
the Square so the artillery could be taken over after the battle 
of Fayetteville, . 


Early in the 80!s an editorial came out in a Medical Journal rec- 
commending that the doctors wear a distinctive suit -- as I remember, 
of a reddish-brown color, This the editor advised so that in case of 
an emergency a doctor could always be spotted. The doctors of Fayette- 
ville did not take on the distinctive suits, but they did agree among 
themselves to get a high beehive-fashioned felt hat. The wearing of 
this did not obtain long, as the doctors in this period had to travel 
by horseback, and there were many hanging limbs over the roads, 
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After we had been in Arkansas for a few years, my father and mother 
took me back to St.Clair County, Missouri, where I was born.’ They had 
left a number of household articles with some of their friends before 
going to Randolph County. They went up to bring them to Arkansas, and 
as we went to and from we passed the battlefield of Pea Ridge. I can 
still see fragments of the trees and. parts of the blue coats with 
brass buttons scattered over the ground and’ up in the trees. Many of 
the trees were split, with tops or limbs tom from ‘the bodies, The 
trek to and from Missouri was after the war. . It was made in a two- 
horse wagon with wooden spindles. A bucket of coal tar was hung from 
the rer pole and was used to lubricate the axles of the wagon, 


I made no mention of the Masonic ‘building, ‘which withstood the rava-~ 
ges of the Civil War. My good friend, Oscar Williams, local attorney, : 
in his history of Masonry in Washington County has given full details 
about this building. 


On the Johnson road, just south of where. Doctor Drake's farm now is, 
Judge Mullins had a tobacco factory. He manufactured a large amount of 
plug tobacco, The tobacco was stemmed, sweetened with licorice, placed 
in amold and pressed in plugs about four inches wide and six inches 
long. This was placed in small packages and shipped into many neigh- 
borhoods. Former Congressman. J.N.Tillman, grandson of Judge Mullins, 
worked for several years in the factory. 


I can Penenhor as a. boy seeing prairie chickens light in large num 
bers on the fence rails just north of the Mullins farm’ on the Johnson 
road, George Freyschlag told me, as a very small boy, that in the fall 
when the wild pigeons were on their journey south, they would light on 
the trees::south,of the Freyschlag farm and some of them would.be so 
exhausted from the flight that he was able to kill a number witha 
stick, 


My father hauled a number of wagon loads of lumber from the Van 
Winkle mili that went into the building of the University of Arkansas. 
I also hauted some lumber that was-used to build the Van Winkle Hotel, 
It was a three-story building. The rooms -on the first and second 
floors were used for guests, and the third floor was used for a place 
of amusement and a dance hall, Captain J.B.Steels, Mr, Van Winkle's 
son-in-law, was the first manager of the hotel, It was located across 
the street from the Mountain Inn. Miss Jobelle Holcombe's father had 
the contraet.to.furnish- marble pillars on which the stone columns were 
set at the entrance of the University of Arkansas. They were blasted 
out of a-marble quarry about one mile west of the Buckeye School loca- 
ted on Brush aeoe in Madison Bovey 


It was nay nial ecé to ide ‘the first “passenger train tnto Fayette— 
ville. Uncle An .Pitzgerald of Springdale was on the-same train, He was 
a unique character, During the trip he was called upon to make a 
speech, He said this was very different from the first time he came 
into Fayetteville, The first trip he was riding a steer. He said the 
first time he ever saw a carpet on a floor he thought it was a bed- 
spread and so he jumped from the door to the fireplace. The people 
came from far and near to witness the first train into Fayetteville, 
Among them was lr, Pete Mankins, who was more than one hundred years 
old. There were a number of distinguished speakers for the occasion, 
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Referring again to Peter Van Winkle: at one time he lived near the 
southwest corner of the Judge Dowell farm and had a blacksmith and 
wagon-making shop there, - It was said that his wagons stood the trip 
west better than any other make. 


My father and Mr, Van Winkle were very good friends, J remember his 
telling my father when the railroad came into Rogers that they would 
not be able to ship even one car load of freight a week, Before his 
death he could not visualize the three branch roads: one from Fayette- 
Ville to Pettigrew, on which hundreds of loads of oak and walnut logs 
were shipped out; the Muskogee branch, on which a large amount of lum 
ber and other freight was shipped; and the Southwest City branch, on 
which fruit, stock, and other freight were shipped. 


He owned hundreds of acres of pine land in Washington, Benton, and 
Madison counties, He owned a large sawmill in Benton County, and much 
lumber was taken by wagon to Pierce City, Missouri, this being the 
nearest railroad depot at that time, There are many houses in and 
around Fayetteville that are made out of lumber sawed at Van Winkle's 
mill, 


As a young boy I was going to a private school at his mill site. He 
was at that.time building the present house that stands at the mill 
site, He inspected every piece of lumber that went into the building 
of this house, to make sure it was knot—free. The base—boards were 
eighteen feet long and eighteen or twenty inches wide, They show for 
themselves, Peter Van Winkle suffered a heart ailment and died sudden—- 
ly while walking down the street in Rogers, Arkansas,

He Knew the Walkers 


Three of the best friends I ever had were the late Vol Walker, Wythe 
Walker and Jack Walker of Fayetteville. Also Aunt Susan, their sister. 
They knew of Colonel Cravens and his relationship to my family, As you 
know, Vol and Wythe were attorneys at Fayetteville and Uncle Jack was 
State Revenue Collector. I spent a lot of my time in the law offices 
of Uncle Vol and Wythe. At this time I was greatly interested in the 
United Confederate Veterans organization and had been attending the 
annual Confederate reunions as an SOREN officer on the staff of the 
Commander in Chief of the UCV. 

During the month of May, 1925, the annual Confederate reunion was 
held at Dallas, Texas. Gen.M.D.Vance, Commander in Chief, had appoint-— 
ed me as honorary Captain and personal aide-de-camp, and had assigned 
me the task of delivering an address in memory of the late Gen, B. W. 
Green of Little Rock, Aunt Susan Walker, who was a reunion maid of 
honor and president of the UDC, composed the address for me, and I 
memorized the most of it. She also trained me in the delivery of it. 

I will never forget what Uncle Vol said when I told him Gen. M.D. 
Vance had appointed me Captain on his staff, "Hell's fire and damna- 
tion!" Uncle Vol exploded, "Whoever heard of a Cravens holding a rank 
less than Colonel?" Then Uncle Vol wrote General Vance, who was his 
personal friend, demanding that I be given the rank of Colonel. And 
the General by return mail came through with the appointment.
